EUROPE. 
New Yokk, July 13. -The "Tiuiea " 
telegraphic despatches just receivod 
from a correspoudout of thoNow York 
"Times" at Bucharest state that tho 
losses sustained by>the Bussian army 
in the recent operatibna south of the 
Danube were much more SDrious than 
admitted by the Eussiau authorities.

..liouBoa has boon destroyed. Every 
head of cattle has been seized and run 
ofl" by tho retreating Turks. So com- 
plete and widespread, ia the devasta- 
tion in Bulgaria that the Russian train 
sent to the front Las to carry stores, of 

■hisouiu and other supplies, not only 
for the army, but also for tho starving 
population. HeportH to tho contrary 
of this are wholly untrue and arc put 
forth with the specific object of present 
ing the campaign and condition of the 
army in a nioro favorable light than 

' the circumstances warrant, and in 
order to avert the conclusion that all 
this must in a short time.'jeriously 
hamper opoiations of the invading 
forces. 

TiFLis, July 12.— Baynzid citadel has 
been reliovod by Gou. Tergakasaoff, who 
completely defeated the Turkish invest- 
ing lorce, uumboring 30,000, capturing 
four guns and eighty prisoners. Tlio 
towUiVf Bayuzitl ia doatroyod. 

LoSnoN, July 1'2. — Tho sonato of the 
university o£ London has decided to ad- 
mit women to dogieea iu other faoulties 
as well as that of medicine. 

FreBh''di8patohe8 from Aostria aro no vr 
under oonsideration hy the eabinet. Aa 
tho Roumanians are about to cross tho 
Danube tho pressure upon the Austrian 
governmeut lias been renewed by Kussiii 
to Bocure their coiisent to tho moviny uf 
liuijsiftu troops through tlio territory of 
Soivia, and it is presumed overy iiuluee- 
ineut will bo offered to tlie omporor of 
Austria to preserve his neutral ijositiou. 

New York, July 11.— The Herald's

and often hazardous. Gen. Terguin/,oll',iu 
J retreut, bus reached Rnssiuu territory by 
' anarduous march across high mouutaius. 
So precii-)itato was tho rotroat thuu cau- 
non wero hidden in the croviooa of rocks. 
'^/The'atmy was hurrying on at tho rate of 
■' iBore than 20 miles per day. Grand Duko 
Hiohael retired toward the froatior, and 
his entire army sufifered great privations 
on every hand. The Russian retreat tak- 
ing place is either a disaster or a nidical 
change of policy. Some ■wiaeacros deelaru 
this new line of dofouso is forced upon 
the RuBsiijns by tho course England 
threatens to take, and that the Czar has 
decided the sobeme in Persia is to destroy 
his army in Armenia by butting off its 
aupplies and letroat. It is proper to state 
tbis theory is an invontioa of the war gos- 
sips of the Anstrian capital, and as an ex- 
0U80 for tho retreat, which tO'moi'i'oow's 
news may show to have been compelled 
by Turkish prowess. 

A decree has been issued ordering the 
the crotttioii of tho national guard of Con- 
stanlinoplo, six Ijattalious of which are to 
be formed immediately. 

A private iliapatca from Belgium says; 
Tho war fever is sprfadiug in liolhuul, 
and Belgium is propairiiig for tho mo- 
bilization of its army. On the other hand, 
there is stong belief at the German court, 
Binco the return of the British ambassa- 
dor, Lord O lo Rnssel, to Berlin, that no 
new (3i])lomntic difficulties will be likely 
to arifio for soma months of sullieiont gra- 
vity to induonco the neutrality of either 
Austria or England.

It will 
readily bo soan tliat a iiussiiui expcditiou 
into Cabool wouhl at once open au Ang- 
lo-Indian and Russian • diflioulty that 
might compel tho interference of Eng- 
land. 

— The Gormnn Gen- 
oral Blum, who is in the employment of 
tho Turkish govern mint at Constantino- 
))le, and tho English Col. IXume, of tho 
Turkish eugine(;r donartmont, have set- 
tled upon a plan for dufonding tho Turk- 
ish capital in event of particijjatioii by 
the British goyerumont. The idea is uut 
that English forces should lake posses- 
sion of CoJistanlinople, but that they 
iiho\ild (KM'upy ClHlip(di and a neck of 
land known as Bolari, thus shutling tho 
Straits of the L>.irclanellos againstthu ttim- 
flians.

8))ocial saya it is believed tho ill success 
of tho Russians in Asia and slowness iu 
crossing tho Danube are owing to tho ex- 
tremely bad condition of the Russian 
commissariat. Tho lateness of tho season 
together witli tho fliscouragemont to Rus- 
sians from the late ostentatious review of 
tho English troops and the moving of tho 
English tloot, will have tho efleot to pro- 
loiif^' the ciiuiiviiKn beyond the proaent 
season. There iu no increase iu the I'hig- 
lish war feeling, it being coiilined to a 
minority of tho party in power. 

London, July II!.— A dispatch from 
Kiu s July 8th, says this morning Mukh- 
tar Pasha with 18" liald and mountiuu 
guns, 500 regulars, 3,500 irregular caval- 
ry, and 30 battalions of infantry, entered 
Kar3. Yesterday there was very heavy 
tiring on both sidos. Russian hcadiiuar- 
tors are eight miles to the northeast, but 
their batteries are advanced to within 
■lOO!) yards on tho east. Tho Tuiki>!i loss 
daring tho siege has been trilling, that of 
the Russians is not known. Their fire 
was most aooarate, and for some days has 
been overwhelming. Over 2000 shells 
from 15to IScentimetre guns, were thrown 
into this plaoo in one day. j\l ukhtar I'asha 
proposes to eutreneh himself and rovio- 
tunl Kars for tho winter. At present it is 
well supplied with stores and animuni- 
tiou. The troops are enthusiastic, and 
tho oiBoers well educated. The place is 
impregnable. 

A dispatch from Erzoroum states that 
tho attempt of the lius^ians niulcr ticn. 
TorgukiissotT to relieve the besioL'eil gar- 
rison at llaya/.id hu'i failed. The Bus- 
siaus attor buH'.iring sevore loss retreated 
to Mount Ararat, where they were again 
defeated. The Turks took many prison- 
ers and 8 guns. 

A new Turkish army is to bo raised for 
tho defeuso of tho Balkans. 

The indications are unmist.ikablo that 
tho opinion of tho British niasacs has be- 
come more favorable to taking tho risks 
of war than a month ago. This change is 
not inllueiicod by sympathy with Turkey, 
but by the jealousy of hucIi liussian sue- 
eessrios as sh;.]l threaten British eoumier- 
cial and industrial interests in tho E.ist. 
Tho soiuliug of the English lleet t(j Besika 
Bay has failed to challenge a prote-t from 
tlio peace men. They, liowover, believe 
tlieir only means ia armed obaorvation 
and roadiua'ss to secure England's share 
in tho fruits of future diplomacy. Tho 
naval movement really means a menace of 
intervention if Russia shall attempt to 
occupy Constantinople in violation of her 
pledge. In short, liiilish oi)inion doos 
not trust this pliulxc and is susijiciuns of 
the foils with which (n-rnuuiy iuve.s'ij it. 
Tho situation is a momentous one. l"ow 
doubt that if Russia wins against tiie 
Turks at all, sho will accept no terms 
short of freedom of the Dardanelles) but 
as that gives Russia almost illimitable 
power to monaco British commcroo in the 
Black Sea and Mediterranean, it furnisliL's 
England a strong motive for war, unluss 
her foara bo disarmed by diplomacy. Tur- 
key defeated, has it iu her oxcliisivo pow- 
er to concede tho point which Russia de- 
mands, and then, when her own cause is 
lost, abo will have no English motive fur 
withholding. This rca^onablo fear of 
Turkish inanition is, perljiips, llio tiiiu 
key to British war preiiaratioiis, such an 
may avert tho war itself, liy showing Bri- 
tain's readiness imd power to back diplo- 
macy bj foroi) of uruiH. In this wav she 
can maintain her Indian intorotts without 
being involved in a serious war with crip- 
pled Turkey as her only ally. Such *a 
war would lose to England and give to tho 
United States an opportunity torcojvir 
tho carrying trade ami mueli cf tln-ir old 
manufacturing a iviintagi.-s, to say nothing 
of tliti liusiiK.'ss revival in Anu-rica whieli 
it would cause by .stiinuL.tiiig a deinaud 
for Amoi'ican proiincts, Ami rican army 
oiUcers abroad generally believe Eng- 
land's in vblvement to that extent inevita- 
ble. I do not yet share in their oninion, 
though the Russian cainpuign in .\rmeiiia 
hnB failed.

TIk' eouf.iiint vigilanoo domaud- 
eil from the small force flluoploasnoss, and 
tho grinding fatigue of incessant labor 
woB aggravated by burning thirst, opnrea- 
sivo heat and clouds of tormenting HioH, 
that swarmed about tho camp day and 
ni(,'ht. in this painful condition it was 
niH-u'sary to bring, water from oiitsiLlo 
their wor'ts in the face of tlio besieging 
army. \'(jluiitecr parties wore daily call- 
ed Uiv to engage in tbii^ perilous duty, 
whicn became ut last self-lmmolfitioD, in 
whiv.'h comrades sacrificed themselves to 
enaldi) their comrades to prolong their 
ilcfi-ii.ye.

Panama, Juno 27 (via Now York, July 
0)— Advices from Peru stati that iu cou- 
sequance of tho attack of the British war 
vo.sBel8 Shah and Amethyst en the Peru- 
vian ram Huascar, the President has issu- 
ed a proclamation iu which ho denlaros 
that he will exact from Great Britain ox- 
planatioDS and satisfaotiou, conse<iueiit 
on auoh an outrage on a friendly Power. 
President Prado has organized a new Cab- 
inet. 

Tho British war vessel Shah, recently 
engaged in a fight with tho Peruvlau ram 
Huascar, sailed for San Franoisoo on tho 

2Gth. 

Tim PKltUVIAN OABIKET. 

Later advices from Peru state that Pres- 
ident Prado'.s Cabinet resigned in oonaa- 
quonoo of tho rojjort, which was instantly 
denied by tho administration, that tho 
Government had requested the intervrn- 
tion of Admiral DeHorsoy, and hadospe 
cially desired that an ofVort should bo 
made by tho English vbsboIb to capture 
the rebel ram Huascar, Notwithstanding 
denial of the report, the IMiuistors wore 
obliged to resiyn on account of the ani- 
mosity of the people against tho Govern- 
ment. 

Following are the details of tho fi'jht 
between the English war vessels Shah and 
Amethyst, and tho Peruvian ram Unas- 
car. The English vessels oi)oued ll'ro at 
about (;U0 yards, the lirst sh-jts cutting 
away the Mag of tho Huascar, })iit which 
was instantly replaced. Tho IIau60,'\r re- 
plied with her heavy 300-pound Blakolys 
m turret, and the Amethyst, lying off and 
on, steadily persisted in her attompts to 
rako the rum. The .Shah died her broad 
Bide.s,\vhich are di.>!chargod by electricity, 
and in a few moments everytiting on tho 
Iluascar's decks except her uniHts, turret 
and smokestack had disapi)eavod. Her 
standing rigging,boats, steering gear and 
capstan wore dobtroyed in tho hot firo 
from the Engli-h vessel. Tho Hua.sear, 
however, continued her lire at rogulurin- 
tervals, sometimes from her turret guns. 
A shell from tho Amethyst entered one of 
her forward porta, exploding insido and 
killing one man and wounding several. 
For a moment lire was apprehended, but 
fortunately was prevented. Aft«r the 
light had lasted about an hour and a half, 
the Amethyst was soon with a thick smoke 
issuing from amidships, and she .sttiiuned 
away out of action, not returning for 
twenty minutes, and leaving tho Huascar 
and Shah alone. The former now attempt- 
ed to ram her adversary, but the splendid 
handling of the Shah prevented 

ANV atJCCRSSPUIi MANGillVltES 

Of this nature. On approaching, as the 
Huasear's officers stated, the Shah op- 

E eared to move as if by instinct, and her 
eavy batteries wore brought to bear on 

her assailant. A small Catling gun f ta- 
tion in her tops very seriously incom raod- 
od the comb.ataiits upon the ram, and her 
smoke stack is riddled witli mnsket bul- 
lets. One 300-pound shot struck tho 
turret of tho Huascar, and penetrated the 
iron for two ioohes, and then rebounded 
on her side. She was hit iwioe by the 
same class of shot, with proeisely the 
same ro-iult. Tho Poruvians now adopt- 
ed attack, tirst advancing on tho Slii\h 
and then on the Amethyst, but the super- 
ior .speed and superb management of 
these vessels prevented her raming them. 
Tho battle lasted for three hours. Then 
tlio Huascar slowly retired, a shell from 
the Amethyst having destroyed all the 
primers for her turret Kuns, and she bad 
been niauouveriug for the shore some littlo 
time previously. Tiio enemy did not at- 
tempt to pursue, but contoutc-d themsel- 
ves with receiving tho last two sholif 
from tho Huascar, and remained about 
two miles from the shore, evidently keep- 



ing watch over their bravo antagonist.

MoNTBBAJii July 12.— The young Bri- 
ton.s intend meeting their brethren ou 
their return from Cornwall at tbo depot 
in tho evening, and escort tliem homo 
■Iho chief ollieers of the Irish Catholic 
Uuion aro at St Patrick's Hall, where the 
various sections of tho city committeo r-- 
ceive their orders aud loturu to Ih ir 
lodgo rooms. Two or three thousand of 
a motley crowd are opposite Orunga HhU 
ot. Tames street, threatening the Orauyo' 
men, who express indignation at the m.m | 
ner at which the' ribbon men line th • 
streets as if to intimidate thorn. Orau ' i 
men affirm their intontiou to keep th'-ir 
bargain, but if interfered with coming cut 
of church there will be bloodshed. Tho 
congregation at Knox church is not par- 
ticularly large, most of tho peoplo boing 
ouUide awaiting what may turn up. Large 
crowds are in the vicinity of tho church 
and Victoria square, and also at St.Jamoa 
street. Fifty policemen aro near Kno.'c 
ehureh A strong poaso is retained at 
Central station at Point St. Charles. 

1:30 P, M.— A stranger has just bi'i>u 
shot dead in Victoria square. Tbe trou 
bio IS just beginning. A man was kiLed 
on tho steps of Dunn's store, where he 
had boon pursued by the crowd. Fifteen 
shots altogether were lired. Her Majes- 
ty's KJth regiment at Halifax has boon 
telegraiihcd to be in readiness to start for 
this place should troops be needed. The 
name of the man killed is Hicks. Three 
persons aro woundedj the great La Crosse 
player, Giraux, and a painter named 
Boone, dangerously; the third, a woman, 
13 wounded in the leg. Thee.xcitoment is 
increasing and tho stroet.s aro crowded. 

3 P.M.— 'Tho whole volunteer force, in- 
cluding Oeld batteries, have bcoa ordered 
out. Tho excitement is iucreasing. It is 
rumored tho Oatholio union men ai-e all 
boing supplied with arms and ball car- 
tridges. 

'Thomas L. Hackett, killed this after- 
noou, was an Orangeman returning fnuu 
church, and a clerk inMcKillop's agoncv. 
Three others wero wounded, but not f'l- 
tally. Every soldier in the city is uuder 
arms. Tho police are greatly blamed for 
not parading tho streets. 

Montreal, July 12.— All is now quiet 
in the city. Some of the young Britoi s 
returned to-night from Cornwall, and llu 
remainder will return to-morrow. A ib;- 
putation of tho president's of St. Geor m 
and St. Andrew's Irish Prote.st:mt Bonev- 
olont Societies waited on tho mayor ih i 
evening, asking him to call out tiio mi l- 
tary. Ho decliued, saying the public wt re 
competent for the duty. The militirv 
woro culled out by the deputy adjutaut 
general on his own authority. It is re- 
ported that Boone, wounded ip the riot 
diod in the night. ' 

Montreal, J uly 13.— At the Orange- 
men's annual meeting last night, resolu- 
tions were adopted stating that notwith- 
standing the procession was abandoned at 
the earneat outreaty ol representatives of 
tho national benevolent societies who 
pledged their word to take stops to pre- 
vent insults to women and children at- 
tending church, and also to restrain their 
coreligionists from insulting o.- riotous 
conduct, the street was monopolized by 
tho rabble and disorderly ruffians, by 
whom the cruel murder was committed. 
They, as Orangemen, henceforth will not 
only claim but will exorcise tho right to 
liarade tho streets of Montreal. Further, 
that no threats of onomies or ontroatie j of 
false friends can in anywise influonco 
their counsels iu future. Tlio resolutions 
also condemned the inaction of tho mayor 
after sworn applicutiou made before him 
and other magistrates for civil and mili- 
tary protection and holding bis worship 
morally guilty of murder. An indigna- 
tion meeting will bo held to cull on the 
mayor to resign for want of precaution 
yesterday. The matter will aUo be takou 
upiutlie city council. Tlio Protestant 
pre-.s coudomu him severely. Stepuou J. 
.■\Ieaiioy, on behalf of the| Irish Uatholiu 
Union, disclaims any symijatny between 
that society and yesterday's troubles. 

Many of tho roughs engaged in tho af- 
fray yesterday aro supposird to bo stran- 
gers, some from New York state. A wit- 
ness says a head of a Catholio union want- 
ed to buy 100 revolvers on Wednesday 
from a hardware merchant. Men abaout 
without leave from largo establishments 
yesterday have been ;lismisBod. 

CuAiiLOTTETowN, Princo Edward Is- 
land, July 13.— Last evening after the 
Orangemen .dismissed several of thorn 
stood in front of tho lodgo room when 
they wore greeted by a shower of stones 
from roughs on tho street. The Orange- 
men wero severely hurt. Another yolley 
of stones foUowod, aud a pistol shot fired 
from tho lodge room wounded one oi 
the assailants. Great excitement ensued.

the mob. One shot struck him in the 
forehead when ho fell bleeding ou tho 
Eidowalk, but shots wore still fired at him 
and nobody went to his assistance until 
a policeman placed him on a a express 
wogon and took him away.
